Tbe racioK at Hawthorne Saturday was the 
conclasion of the most eacceaefal tneetiog in a 
fiaaacial way that waa ever held at tbia hand- 
eome coarse. 

The racing, onder the vigilant control of 
Captain Beea and Harry Knbl, baa been ex- 
tremely clean. It has baen Jndge Rees’ motto 
to land owners, trainers or jockeys when it ap- 
peared that a false move bad been made. No 
lees than a score have come to grief throngh 
Captain Rees' strong rnlinga, and at the vary | 
last minute Saturday jcckey Dugan and trainer I 
'“Heck" Blum were landed. 

Dugan and Blum came to grief on eccount of 
Harry Nutter’s poor showing in tbe fourth 
event. Tbe race waa at a mile and a half and 
at about 8 to 5 a great many bet heavily on tbe 
colt. He was giving away weight to all the 
other starters but in the opinion of some ex- 
perts he seamed to outclass them. Somehow 
or other. Harry Nutter did not seem to have as 
much speed as ha usually shows and Dugan 
seemed to get into every pocket available. 
Consetiueatly Harry Nutter did not finish in 
tbe first three. After the race Judge Rees hard- 
ly gave Dugan time to make his weight before 
he informed him that he was suspended. Then 
tbe judge sent foi trainer Blum and immediate- 
ly put him out of business. 

Captain Rees uill rrmaiu in (.'hieago a few 
days aad further iuvestigate the race. Relia- 
ble man like T. P. Hayes, J. C. Cahn and P. M. 
Civill say that Harry Nutter has developed into 
a sniker. Mr Hayes claims that he saw Blum 
trying to work tbe colt the other moruiug and 
the best ha could get him to do was a mile in 
1:46. end try as hard as Blum could, he cDuld 
not get the colt to go on further. 

The Harry Nutter race was won cleverly by 
Croesns, who was ridden to perfection by Mc- 
Quade. 

Not one favorite scored during tbe entire af- 
ternoon. making thirteen cunsecntive betting 
choices that have been beaten in the last two 
days. 

Algareca. with the best of the weights, won 
tba principal event. It was a five and a half 
fnrlong condition race and in it was a lot of 
speed. May Beach, at 11 to 5 and with Burns 
np, closed a slight favorite and sue, after hav- 
ing a rough journey, lauded in second place. 
.Algareta won like the high-class filly that she 
is. She was never near tbe front until tbe 
stretch waa reached, then she was fifth, but tbe 
leaders tired badly and at the end Algarata was 
going away. 

The first, third and sixth races furnished very 
close fiuishss and incidentally plenty of sport 
for the big half-holiday crowd. 

Zaxa. Man of Houor and Tom Gilmore passed 
the winning line so close together in tbe first 
event that only the jndges could separate them. 
Jockey Mitchell, on Zaza, ontfinished Wilson 
and Trotter and got the decision. 

Nora ( . gained a head victory over Little 
Alarm in the third, simply heeanse she ont- 
gained the bi<^, lumbering sou of Little Minch 
— Alarming. Mitchell rode Nora C. 

Again, and for the fourth time, Mitchell came 
to the front in the closing race of the day, Ha 
was on Tillio W., a 7 to 1 chance, and beat 
Tommy Burns, who was on the 8 to 5 favorite 
Mary Kinseila, by a nose at the pest. 

Jim McCieevy. who was the natural favorite 
for the fifth race, but for some unknown reason 
waa at 3 to 1 in the betting, won running away. 

J. H. Smith, the terror of the selling race 
game, has heretofore bjen iiujastly estimated. 
Smith is not looking for any the best of it and 
ia more than satiafied with an eqnal break. He 
gained many frieada by a kindly act Saturday. 



Smith claimed Canace one day laat week from 
“Nick” Hall and got her at a bargain. Satur- 
day moruiug Mra. Hall went to the Texan and 
in a polite way informed Mr. Smith that the 
filly belonged to her and asked him to return 
the filly which he did. and from now on Canace 
will again run in Hall’s colora. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

In the California Jockey Clnb’s great list of 
stakes advertised in this number of Daily 
Racinq Fobm, will be fonnd the star event of 
tbe San Francisco racing season, the famous 
Burns Handicap. This rich fixture, like the 
Brooklyn and Suburban handicaps, is of the 
guaranteed value of $10,000, and ia a 
prize that may well engage the ardent hopes of 
any turfman in tbe laud. Heretofore it has 
b >eu tbe custom of the club to announce the 
terms of the Burns Handicap much later in 
tbe season, so late that it hardly served as 
an indneement to eastern owners, bnt this year 
it has been wisely made one of the first lot of 
stakes offered and sbonld operate favorably 
I on tbe minds of owners of good horses 
I who are wavering over a partially 
formed intention to undertake tbe California 
campaign. Of tbe ten stakes here offered none 
is of less than $1,500 goaranteed value, some- 
thing remarkable for winter racing. Besides 
its stakes, tbe California Jockey Clnb has given 
notice that it will iuangnrate a program of 
special overnight condition races and handicaps 
of much greater valus than it has been the cus- 
tom to offer on the coast. All aronnd, the 
indneements to send good horses ont for tbe 
approaching campaign are exceedingly tempt- 
ing. 

Now that it is known that the San Francisco 
elebs will divide dates horse-owners can confi- 
dently look forward to a long season of uninter- 
rupted racing at the great city by the Golden 
Gate, and it stands them in hand to give atten- 
tion to the conditions cf the fine array of 
valuable stakes advertised in this issue of 
Daily Racing Fobm by tbe Western Turf Asso- 
ciation. They close October 25, and will 
be followed by another list of tempt- 
ing stakes to close at a later date. 
Racing in winter at Ban Francisco is practic- 
ally, so far as weather and track conditions are 
concerned, the same ss racing here in snmmer. 
The three ’Frisco clnbs will hang np not less 
than an aggregate of a half million dollars to 
be earned daring tbe coming winter by horses 
that otherwise would have to be tamed ont in 
costly idleness. This enterprise and liberality 
calls for reciprocal action on the part of own- 
ers and shonld insure the stakes here offered 
generous entry lists. 

Horsemen are reminded that entries for the 
Kentucky Derby, Clark Stakes aud Kentucky 
Uaks of 1901, close at midoight Monday. These 
are among the most valuable and famone 
annual fixtures of the westeru turf end no 
I owner of U yearling esn, with due regard for 
his own interest, refrain from ' giving bis 
yonngstei a chance to win celebrity for himself 
and fortnue for bis oAuor, especially since it 
costs bnt the trivial sum of $5 for each original 
j entrance. By tlie time the moderate second 
payments become dne, May 1, 1900, owners will 
have a fairly good idea of tha capacity of their 
young horses and can then at very slight cost 
decide whether it is bast to drop ont or stay in.
